The county
auditor shall notify the challenged voter and the precinct election
officers in the voter's precinct that a challenge has been filed,
provide the nane of the challenger, and instruct both the precinct
el ection officers and the voter that, in the event the chall enged voter
desires to vote at the ensuing primary or election, a challenged ball ot
will be provided. The voter shall also be inforned that the status of
his or her registration and the disposition of any chall enged ball ot
will be determined by the county canvassing board in the manner
provi ded by RCW 29A. 08.820. If the challenged voter does not vote at



the ensuing primary or election, the challenge shall be processed in
t he same manner as chall enges made nore than thirty days prior to the
primary or el ection under RCW 29A. 08. 840."
